1.1 JOINT REGULATORY TASK FORCE SHAREHOLDER COMMUNICATION 


January 2, 1987. 


The Securities Commissions of Ontario, Quebec and British Columbia,’ the 
Director under the Canada Business Corporations Act and the Director under the 
Business Corporations Act (Ontario) announce the establishment of a Joint 
Regulatory Task Force on Shareholder Communication. The mandate of the Task 
HOrecem smc: 


(1) develop detailed recommendations as to legislation and regulations to the 
relevant federal and provincial governments; 


(2) develop detailed systems and procedures to improve communication between 
issuers and their security holders; and 


(3) perform an educational role to participants in the communications. chain, 
including issuers, securities dealers, banks, trust companies’ and 
investors. 


The work of the Task Force will be based on the Report of the Advisory 
Committee to the Ontario Securities Commission on Shareholder Communication 
delivered in June of 1986. 


The Task Force will include representatives of the regulators referred to, The 
Toronto and Vancouver Stock Exchanges, The Canadian Depository for Securities 
Limited, the Vancouver Stock Exchange Service Corporation, issuers, securities 
dealers, banks and trust companies. 


The Task Force is expected to complete the major portion of its work by _ the 
avers Diclnom Olena OSE The enactment of legislation resulting from the 
recommendations of the Task Force is subject to the acceptance by the 
governments involved.

l. By way of private agreements with 14 institutional shareholders 
of Nordair (the “Private Agreement Purchases”), CPAL acquired 
1,070,846 or approximately 43.97% of the 2,435,338.66 outstanding 
common shares of Nordair (the "“Nordair Shares”); 


De By way of a take-over bid (the “Offer") dated December 19, 1985 
and extended from time to time to July 31, 1986, CPAL acquired 
1,362,317 more, for a total holding of 2,433,163 or 99.91% of the 
issued and outstanding Nordair Shares; 


3. CPAL now wishes to acquire the Nordair Shares it does not already 
own ;

Nordair is a corporation incorporated under the Canada Business 
Corporations Act (the "CBCA"), but despite the number of Nordair 
Shares held by CPAL, CPAL does not have the right, pursuant to 
section 199(2) of the CBCA, to acquire the Nordair Shares held by 
shareholders who did not accept the Offer (the “Minority”), since 
CPAL did not acquire 90% of the Nordair Shares within 120 days of 
the date of the Offer; 


It is proposed that Nordair be amalgamated with or wound up into 
CPAL, and to this end the present outstanding Nordair Shares will 
be consolidated into new common shares of Nordair on the basis of 
2,500 Nordair Shares for each new Nordair common share; 


Upon the amendment to the articles of Nordair becoming effective, 
each of the Minority will receive, for each Nordair Share held 
prior to the consolidation and in order to eliminate fractional 
shares, $16.25 in cash and three CPAL Warrants, each to purchase 
one common share of CPAL at a price per share of $7 if CPAL 
should make a distribution to the public of its common shares 
prior to December 31, 1988, which consideration is the same as 
that given pursuant to the Private Agreement Purchases and the 
Offer;

Wesley Brown on behalf of Toronto and Regional 
Crime Stoppers Ine., formerly Crime Stoppers of 
Metropolitan Toronto Inc. (hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as the "Objector") 


A hearing was held before me on the 23rd day of October 1986, pursuant to 
subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"). The 
purpose of the hearing was to determine whether or not a certificate of 
amendment to the articles of incorporation of the Proponent, Ontario 


Corporation No. 643043, should be issued changing its name. 


The hearing was originally scheduled to be held on the 2nd day of October, 
1986 (Exhibit No. 1). The hearing was adjourned to October 9, 1986 so that 
Mr. Michael Donaghy, the only director of the Proponent appearing at the 


hearing, might have the opportunity to seek the advice of counsel. 


On October 9, Mr. Donaghy appeared and presented a letter from his counsel 
(Exhibit No. 6) requesting an additional adjournment for a period of two 
weeks to allow his counsel sufficient time to prepare for the hearing. 
Counsel for the Objector opposed the request for this second adjournment. 
The request for an adjournment on October 9 was granted on a peremptory 
basis to October 23 on the terms and conditions set out in my October 10 


letter to Mr. Donaghy's counsel (Exhibit No. 7). Despite the content of my

October 10 letter, counsel for the Proponent on October 23, requested a 
further adjournment. After hearing arguments from counsel for the 
Proponent and the Objector on this issue, it was determined that that 


request would be denied. 


The Objector was incorporated under the Corporations Act by letters patent 
dated the 17th day of July 1984 under the name "Crime Stoppers of 
Metropolitan Toronto Ine." (Exhibit No. 8) and is a body corporate within the 
meaning of the Act. The Objector changed its name by supplementary 
letters patent, dated the 5th day of June 1986, to "Toronto and Regional 
Crimestoppers Ine." (Exhibit No. 9). 


The objects of the Objector read, in part, as follows: 


1) To contribute to the security of persons and property by 
assisting law enforcement agencies in the investigation of 
crime; 


2) To offer money rewards for information leading to the 
arrest of persons charged with the commission of criminal 
offences; 


3) To carry out the provisions of paragraph 2) notwithstanding 
such information is given anonymously and to devise and 
implement a plan for the delivery of reward money to an 
anonymous donor of such information; 


4) To promote respect for the law, the Courts and the police 
and to assist in the education of persons to respect honesty 
and condemn violence outside the law; 


5) To promote, develop, encourage and foster a high standard 
of co-operation between the police, the news media and 
the community to obtain information to solve serious 
crimes already committed and to prevent crimes from 
being committed. 
Sergeant Robert Lord gave evidence on behalf of the Objector. Sergeant 
Lord is a Sergeant with the Metropolitan Toronto Police and is also the 


executive director of the Objector. 
Sergeant Lord described generally the purpose and activities of the Objector 


and his role with respect to those activities. He testified that he is 


responsible for the ongoing liaison between the police, the media and the 
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public with respect to the program run by the Objector. In this capacity he 
deals with the public daily by means of telephone calls, lectures and publie 


speaking engagements. 


Sergeant Lord testified that the Objector is a charitable corporation and 
that the rules prescribed by Revenue Canada apply to the disbursement of 
its funds and that no government funds are used in the operation of the 


Objector. 


The primary emphasis of the activities of the Objector is to solve and 
prevent crime. Under its program, members of the public giving 
information to the police (on an anonymous basis) are given cash rewards. 
The Objector operates on the basis of donations from corporations and the 
public. In addition, the media aids in the Objector's efforts by providing 
free advertising time on both the radio and television stations in the 
Metropolitan Toronto area. Lectures are also given to corporations, service 


clubs, boards of education, ete. by officials of the Objector. 


The Objector commenced operations in Metropolitan Toronto in July of 
1984. In March of 1986 those operations were expanded to inelude the 
Regional Municipalities of Peel, York and Durham; this expansion of 
operations resulted in the change of the Objector's name (Exhibit No. 9). 
Sergeant Lord testified that even prior to the formal name change, the 
Objector was, in fact, active in the Regional Municipalities of Peel, York 
and Durham. Specifically the Objector had highlighted a erime which had 
been committed in the Regional Municipality of Peel as its "Crime of the 
Week" in its media advertising; information received as a result of that 


advertising resulted in that particular crime being solved. 


Sergeant Lord detailed the activities and results of the Objector's program 
to date (Exhibit No. 10). The "Overall" column of that exhibit indieates that 
as a result of the Objector's programs since July of 1984, 474 persons have 
been arrested, 1,305 criminal charges have been laid, property valued in 
excess of $2,000,000 has been recovered, drugs valued at more than 
$11,000,000 have been seized, the Objector has received more than 5,000 


telephone calls and in excess of $65,000 in cash rewards have been 
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authorized. Sergeant Lord further testified that since the expansion of the 
Objector's activities to the Regional Municipalities of Peel, York and 
Durham, the volumes in each of the above categories have increased 
significantly and that that growth is expected to continue. As an example 
of that growth, Sergeant Lord testified that the program of the Objector to 
date had led to a monthly average of 26 arrests; the month of October 1986 
had, to date, produced 55 arrests and all arrests came as a result of 


telephone information received by the Objector. 


Sergeant Lord further testified that there are 28 similar programs in Canada 
and more than 600 in all of North America. The Objector is affiliated with 
these other programs through its membership in the International Crime 
Stoppers Association, which is headquartered in the state of New Mexico. 


Canadian and Ontario associations in the process of being incorporated. 


Sergeant Lord testified that it is essential to the success of the Objector's 
program that there be a high level of public awareness. In this regard he 
referred to a number of television stations in Toronto, Peterborough and 
Barrie which advertise the Objector's programs through the use of a "Crime 
of the Week" segment. He also referred to a number of radio stations, 
whose frequencies extends to all regions reflected in the Objector's present 
name, which provide free advertising for the Objector's programs and to 
newspapers in the City of Toronto and monthly and weekly papers in the 
regions of Peel, York and Durham which similarly provide free advertising 


to the Objector on a "public service" basis. 


Exhibit No. 1] is an example of the type of newspaper articles which appear 
in newspapers in Metropolitan Toronto and the Regional Municipalities of 


Peel, York and Durham, highlighting the activities of the Objector. 
Exhibit No. 12 is a promotional brochure outlining the Objector's programs 
and the various methods by which the public awareness of those programs is 


enhanced. 


Sergeant Lord also testified that the Objector's programs have been 


endorsed by public officials such as the Solicitor General of Canada, the 
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various mayors in Metropolitan Toronto, the Reeves of surrounding 
municipalities and the Premier of Ontario. 


Sergeant Lord further testified that the Objector has been receiving 
telephone calls intended for the Proponent since the spring of 1986. The 
Objector has received these calls at the rate of approximately five per 
month. The calls fall into two categories: firstly, those where the caller 
wishes to buy a security device or system and, second, those where the 


caller is angry because he is under the impression that the Objector is 





selling security systems and the caller wants to know where the money goes 
from the sale of such systems. Given the fact that the Objector is a 
| charitable corporation, Sergeant Lord expressed the view that both types of 
calls are bad for the image of the Objector because it creates the 
. impression that the Objector is in business and may be making a profit. 
. Sergeant Lord particularly stressed this point given the importance of image 


| and awareness to the success of the Objector's programs. 


Sergeant Lord also testified that he had called the office of the Proponent 
and when he did so the telephone was answered by the use of the phrase 


"Crimestoppers". 


Sergeant Lord further testified that organizations similar to the Objector, 
particularly the organization in Hamilton, were set up and operational prior 
to the incorporation of the Objector. In addition, the Objector was, in fact, 
receiving and acting on information of the type that it receives and acts on 


today, prior to its formal incorporation. 


On cross-examination, Sergeant Lord indicated that in addition to himself, 
there are at least seven other people who answer the Objector's telephones 
and that those people also receive confusing phone calls of the types 
described previously. He did confirm that he had no knowledge of any 


confusing calls prior to June 1986. 
With respect to the confusing calls, Sergeant Lord stressed the fact that the 


integrity of the Objector's program is essential to its effective operation 


and that particularly those calls complaining about the profit the Objector 
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may be making from the sale of security systems harmed the Objector's 
integrity. He testified that it is explained to the caller that the Objector 
does not sell security systems and the caller is usually eventually satisfied 


that this is not the ease. 


Sergeant Lord further testified in cross-examination that the telephone 
number of the Objector is prominently displayed on posters, bill boards, 
through the media, on TTC vehicles, subway cars, at booths at the ENE ;rete: 
The conveyance to the public of the telephone number of the Objector is 
important to its purpose and that telephone number is well known to the 


public now through the various media advertising efforts referred to above. 


Crimestopper Security Systems Inc. was incorporated on the 30th day of 
October, 1985, under the Act and accordingly is a body corporate within the 


meaning of the Act. 
No evidence was introduced by the Proponent. 


Counsel for both parties gave full and succinct oral submissions respecting 
the applicable law in this matter. I will outline briefly the applicable 


statutory provisions and the recognized case law. 


Statutory Provisions 
Subsection 12(1) of the Act, pursuant to which this hearing was held, 


provides as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Subsection 9(1) of the Act provides: 
Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 
(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 


regulations; 
(b) that is the same as or... similar to, 
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(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
(B) trust, 
(C) association, 
(D) partnership, 
(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual 
whether in existence or not, or 
(ii) the known name under which any body corporate, 
trust, association, partnership, sole proprietorship, or 
individual, carries on business or identifies itself, 
if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 
(ec) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Section 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 under the Act sets out certain 
matters which the Director may consider when determining whether a name 


is contrary to section 9 of the Act. 
Case Law 


In Re C C Chemicals Ltd., [1967] 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.), at pages 258 - 9, Kelly 
J.A., speaking for the Court of Appeal, sets forth the relevant factors which 
it is appropriate to consider in a case such as this. These factors are, in 
essence, the nature of the businesses, the persons or class or classes of 
person who might ordinarily be expected to deal with each, and, of course, 
the names of the businesses. This test was expanded upon by Laskin, J., as 
he then was, in Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. 
(1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.), at page 61, where he includes the test of 
probability of a confusion as to the association of one eompany with 
another. These tests are in essence codified in section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 446/83 under the Act. 


| The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "Crimestopper 
Security Systems Ine." by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it 
would lead to the inference that the business carried on, or intended to be 
carried on, by the Objector and the Proponent are one business or that the 
name of the Proponent would lead to the inference that the Proponent is 
associated with the Objector or would lead someone who had an interest in 
dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in the mistaken belief 


that he was dealing with the Objector. 
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In the matter before me, the Objector, like its many counterparts 
throughout North America, runs a program aimed at the resolution and 
prevention of erime. The evidence indicates clearly the extensive means 
which the Objector uses to advertise and promote its program and the high 
level of integrity and public awareness required for the success of the 


program. 


No evidence was introduced on behalf of the Proponent. I am satisfied 
however from the name of the Proponent and from the evidence of Sergeant 
Lord respecting the telephone calls received by the Objector and his 
telephone call to the Proponent that the Proponent is in the business of 


selling security systems. 


I conclude, therefore, that there is little, if any, similarity between the 


nature of the Objector's business and the nature of the Proponent's business. 


The activities of the two corporations are in the same sphere in the sense 
that they are both aimed at the prevention of crime. The perspective of the 
activities of the two corporations, however, appear to be quite different and 


distinct. 


The Objector operates its program in Metropolitan Toronto and the Regional 
Municipalities of Peel, York and Durham. The Proponent appears to operate 
in the Regional Municipality of York (Exhibit No. 3) and in the Regional 
Municipality of Peel (Exhibit No. 7). Both corporations clearly deal with the 


general public. 


I conclude on this test that the persons or class of person who deal or might 
ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent and the Objector 
are the same i.e., the general public in the same geographical area, although 
the operations of the two corporations and the reasons why a member of the 
public would seek to do business with the two corporations appear to be 
quite different. 
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The above matters must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 
qualities of the two names. Those names are: 


CRIMESTOPPER SECURITY SYSTEMS INC.(the "Proponent") 
and 
TORONTO AND REGIONAL CRIME STOPPERS INC. (the "Objector") 


The corporate names of the Objector and the Proponent are quite different. 
The only similarity they have is the words "Crime Stoppers" in the name of 


the Objector and the word "Crimestopper" in the name of the Proponent. 





There is no evidence that the incorportors of the Proponent attempted to 
make use of the goodwill and reputation of the Objector when the Proponent 


was incorporated. 


With respect to the name under which the Objector identifies itself, we have 
clear evidence from the testimony of Sergeant Lord and in Exhibit Nos. 10 - 
12 inclusive, that the Objector and its hundreds of other counterpart 
organizations throughout North America use of the term "Crime Stoppers" 
in promoting their programs. Sergeant Lord also testified that when he 
called the business office of the Proponent, the phone was answered by the 


use of the phrase "Crimestoppers". 


Counsel for the Objector in his argument referred to the case of Re Ebsco 


Investments Ltd. and Ebsco Subscription Services Ltd. (1975), 2 O.R. (2d) 


741 (Div. Ct.) where there is a complete discussion of the use of "coined" or 
"fancy" words. Particular reference was made to two paragraphs on pages 


748 and 749 of that decision. Those paragraphs read as follows: 


It is important to note that in all of the cases cited the names or 
parts of names under consideration involve family names, or 
generic or descriptive words which were used as part of a 
corporate name. In the present case, the word "Ebseo" is not a 
family name, generic word or descriptive word. It is what has 
sometimes been called a "coined" or a "fancy" word. In this case 
the coined word is very unusual in its nature and, in my view, 
members of the public, in all probability, would be inclined to 
believe that two companies using this word as the first word in 
their respective corporate names would, in all likelihood, be, at 
the very least, associated companies. The Minister applied the 
visual and oral tests set forth in the C C Chemicals case and the 
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decision of the Court of Appeal in the Laidlaw case and reached 
the conclusion that the names would not probably cause 
confusion and that the respondent's name was not contrary to s. 
8(1) of the Act. In my opinion, that conclusion is not justified if 
one applies the broader "association" test put forward in the 
judgment of Laskin, J., in the Laidlaw case. 


Although I was not impressed with the evidence that the 
appellant had received a number of "phone calls" intended for 
the respondent company, I was impressed by the fact that the 
president of the appellant company had considerable difficulty in 
convincing an official of the Income Tax Department, from 
whom he had received a telephone call, that the companies were 
not related. I have taken into account the fact that the types of 
business carried on by the two companies are quite different in 
their nature. That fact, in my opinion does not overcome the 
problem presented by the very unique and distinctive nature of 
the "coined" word "Ebseo". In addition thereto, the words 
"Subseription Services" following the word "Ebseo" in the 
respondent's name are what might be termed neutral in their 
meaning and are not inconsistent with the meaning of the word 
"Investments" which follows the word "Ebsco" in the appellant's 
name. Those persons familiar with financial investments would, 
undoubtedly, be familiar with the practice of subscribing for 
shares in a company and might very well be confused with 
respect to the identity of the companies and, in all probability, 
be confused by the belief that they were associated with each 
other. Under the circumstances, I am of the opinion that the 
decision of the Minister of Consumer and Commercial Relations 
should be set aside. | 


The matter before me has many parallels with the Ebsco case and I find the 
approach and reasoning of Goodman J. compelling. In particular, I have no 
difficulty in finding that the words "Crime Stoppers" are coined or fancy 
words with a unique and clearly defined meaning to the public through the 
many organizations in North America and the activities of the Objector in 


particular. 


I would also note that in the matter before me, as in the Ebsco case, the 
names of the corporations per se would probably not cause confusion. In 
addition, the businesses of the two corporations are quite different in 
nature. The determining factor, in my view, however, is the difficulty 
raised by the unique and distinctive word or phrase "Crimestopper/Crime 
Stoppers". The word or phrase is clearly the focal point in the name of each 
corporations and appears, on the evidence, to be the term used commonly to 


identify each of the corporations to the public. 
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I have also taken into account the fact that the goodwill and public 
perception of the Objector is essential to the success of the Objector's 
undertaking. That undertaking is obviously beneficial to the community in 
which the Objector operates. Sergeant Lord's evidence respecting confusing 
telephone calls shows clearly, in my view that there is confusion, that that 


confusion is adversely affecting the Objector's undertaking (and indirectly 





the public interest) and that the confusion is continuing. 


I have accordingly found that the Proponent, Crimestopper Security Systems 


Inc. has, through inadvertence or otherwise, acquired a name contrary to 


section 9 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982. The Court has held, 


however, in the ease of Re Cantrade Sales and Import Co. Ltd. (1977), 15 
O.R. (2d) 562 (Div. Ct.) in construing a predecessor of section 12 of the 


Business Corporations Act, 1982, that the Minister (now Director) is obliged, 
where a particular name has been acquired contrary to the Act, to consider 
whether in the light of all the surrounding circumstances of the case, the 


name ought to be ordered to be changed. 


In the present case, the Proponent has been relatively recently incorporated 
but is in operation. It would appear that the Proponent will almost certainly 
continue to make active use of the word or phrase "Crimestopper/Crime 
Stoppers" in marketing its products. In these circumstances, I find that the 
hardship to the Proponent which will result from the change of its corporate 
name does not outweigh the public interest in not being subjected to 


confusion through the use of the indicated word or phrase. 


The primary emphasis of my determination is the publie interest and that 
confusion between the two corporations be avoided. As indicated, there is 
evidence of confusion. There is also evidence that that confusion has 
impaired the activities of the Objector, has adversely affected the image 
and reputation of the Objector and that the Objector's image and reputation 
are essential to the successful operation of a program which is very 


beneficial to the community in which the Objector operates.. 


Therefore, pursuant to the authority delegated to me under the Act, it is 


ordered that unless Crimestopper Security Systems Ine. changes its name to 
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a name dissimilar to that of the Objector, Toronto and Regional Crime 
Stoppers Inc., within 30 days of the date of the mailing of these reasons, a 





certificate of amendment will be issued changing its name to 643043

On March 20, 1986 an inquiry was held before me pursuant to the provisions 
of subsection 13(2) of the Corporations Act. The purpose of the hearing was 
to determine whether or not a Recommendation should be made to the 
Minister that he direct Woodgreen Red Door Family Shelter to change its 


name. 


An Inquiry under the provisions of section 13 of the Corporations Act is 
different from a hearing pursuant to the provisions of section 12 of the 
Business Corporations Act, 1982. Under the Corporations Act there is no 
statutory power of decision and the hearing officer can only make a 
recommendation to the Minister as to whether or not a name contravenes 
section 13 of the Corporations Act. Thus, the Statutory Powers Procedure 
Act does not apply to the proceedings. Under the provisions of subsection 
13(3) of the Corporations Act, a person may apply directly to the Court for 
an order directing the change of name of the corporation. However, a 
practise has grown up to conduct an informal inquiry in the Ministry and the 


practise has been sanctioned by the courts (see Canadian Motorways Ltd. et 
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al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.)). I would 


also note that while they were not required to do so, the individuals who 


were present at the hearing volunteered to give their testimony under oath. 


The Objector was incorporated under the name "Wood Green Settlement 
Trust" by letters patent dated April 12, 1937. The corporation changed its 
name to the "Wood Green Community Centre" by supplementary letters 
patent dated August 3, 1945. Wood Green Community Centre changed its 
name to WoodGreen Settlement Corporation by supplementary letters 
patent, dated October 19, 1984. By letters patent dated April 18, 1984, the 


WoodGreen Community Centre of Toronto was incorporated. 


Brian Frederick Curtis Smith gave evidence on behalf of the Objector. Mr. 


Smith has been the executive director of the Objector since 1978. 


The Objector has approximately 70 employees and covers the area of the 
Riverdale Community from the Don Valley which is its western border, east 
to Coxwell Avenue, north to the limits of the City of Toronto and south to 
the Lakeshore. Approximately sixty thousand people reside in this 


geographic area. 


The Objector carries on various community programs including a housing 
program. Over the past few years the Objector has provided home finding 
services for individuals in the community including individuals suffering 
from mental health problems, the developmentally handicapped, families 
under financial stress and senior citizens. The Objector also runs a crisis 
intervention housing program; the purpose of which is to find housing in the 
community in emergency situations. At one time, the Objector did own 
housing units in the community. However, now the Objector has entered 
into agreements with owners of housing in the community to provide the 
required housing. The Objector has not owned a facility for sheltering 


individuals since late 1972. 


The Objector also runs an immigrant settlement and adaptation program. 
The primary client group of this program consists of refugees. The 
community housing and adult protection program runs programs for battered 


women with Nellie's Hostel. In addition, the Objector runs a program for 
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abused children, as well as a day care service which has been operating since 
1949, caring for children from the age of ten months to three years. The 


Objector also runs programs for parents of pre-schoolers. 


The Objector has historically provided and continues to provide low cost 
meals and transportation programs which assists in transporting individuals 


and also teaches how to use the transportation system. 


The Objector's last budget was over two million dollars for the 1984-85 year. 
Funding sources include private charities such as the United Way as well as 
government grants and fee for services programs. The Objector receives 
funding from the Federal Department of Employment and Immigration and 
the following Provincial Ministries - Health, Community and Social 
Services, Tourism and Recreation, Citizenship and Culture and Skills 
Development. The Corporation of Metropolitan Toronto also funds the 
Objector through its Department of Community and Social Services. The 


City of Toronto provides funding through Parks and Recreation. 


The Objector also receives money from various foundations including the 
Weston Foundation. Foundation money is essential to the carrying on of 
programs and activities since approximately 20% of the Objector's activity 
is funded privately on an annual basis. This is particularly so for capital 
operations and improvements which are calculated outside the annual 
budget. In 1980, $200,000 was raised privately for renovations to the 


community centre. 


The various government departments which provide some of the funding for 
the Objector, require detailed applications for funding. These require the 
Objector to set out in detail the objects of the corporation, the background 
of the Objector and requires the Objector to account for the funds donated 
or granted. Foundations vary in the information required in order to obtain 
their funds. The larger family foundations ask for a two or three page 


description of the request. 
With respect to incidents of confusion, Woodgreen United Church is across 


the street from the Objector and confusion has been experienced between 


the Woodgreen United Church and the Objector, prior to the incorporation 
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of the Proponent. These incidents consisted of individuals approaching 
either the premises of the Objector in search of the Proponent and vice 
versa. The witness testified that there has been an increase in frequency 
since the incorporation of the Proponent. These incidents involved 
individuals seeking assistance from the shelter approaching the community 
centre. One incident involved one Paul Hueng, an employee of the Ministry 
of Community and Social Services which occurred at the opening of the 
Proponent. Apparently at the opening Paul Hueng stated that he was under 
the impression that the Proponent and the Objector were part of the same 
organization. In addition, two colleagues of the witness who work in the 
social services area advised the witness that they were under the impression 
that the Proponent's program was a program of the community centre. 


None of the aforementioned individuals testified at the hearing. 


Exhibit No. 6 consists of copies of cheques of the Proponent which were 


included in the bank statement of the Objector for December 1984. 


The Proponent was incorporated under the name "WoodGreen Red Door 
Family Shelter" by letters patent, dated June 4, 1984. 


Alfred Ernest Crawford, the Chairman of the WoodGreen United Chureh 
Board of Trustees, and a member of the Church for 32 years, testified on 
behalf of the Proponent. He has also been a Chairman of one of the 
committees of the WoodGreen Red Door Family Shelters since December of 
1982. Mr. Crawford testified with respect to the history of the WoodGreen 
United Church and the WoodGreen Red Door Family Shelter. 


The WoodGreen Church was erected in 1875. The opening services were 
eonducted by Rev. Doctor Enoch Wood and Rev. Doctor Anson Green. The 
name of the Church, WoodGreen, comes from the combination of the names 
of these two leaders of the Methodist Church. The Rev. Roy McCleary 
became pastor of the Chureh which was now called the WoodGreen United 
Church, during the years of the depression, around 1935. 37 Boulton Avenue 
became the Minister's residence. As a sign of welcome to the poor, the 
Minister painted the doors of the church and the chureh house on Boulton 


Avenue a brilliant red. 
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Exhibit No. 14 is a book entitled the "Woodgreen Story" which was published 
in 1959 as a history of the Church and its programs from 1875 to 1959. On 


page 53, Rev. McCleary wrote: 


"The house (the church house) proved to be a most sound and 

basie operation, for it was from here that the whole future 

community service program sprang." 
His dream, as Mr. Crawford testified, was to establish other facilities to 
help in this work and in 1937 he approached some prominent Bay Street 
supporters and established and incorporated the Woodgreen Settlement 
Trust. The war suspended the operations of the Trust in 1939 and there 
were no actual community centre activities until Rev. McCleary came back 
in 1945. At that time the name of the Wood Green Settlement Trust was 
changed to the "Wood Green Community Centre" and fund raising programs 
began to raise money for the recreational and social needs of the area. The 
Church was instrumental in creating the Objector. In 1947 access was open 


to the community centre and in 1948 there was an official opening. 


The witness testified in cross-examination, that the Objector is a separate 
corporate entity and that the WoodGreen United Church has no control over 
the corporation. Members of the WoodGreen United Church have been 
members of the Objector's Board of Directors in the past but not within the 
last five years. The organizations are run and operated separately although 


they share a common heritage. 


In the early fall of 1982, the Provincial government was faced with an influx 
of individuals and families from northern Ontario in search of employment. 
The government asked churches and other organizations to attend a meeting 
the purpose of which was to discuss providing shelter space for these people. 
Funds were supplied for this purpose on a temporary basis from December 
1982 to April 1983 and the shelter started operating in December 1982. In 
April of 1983 there appeared to be a continuing need for shelter for either 
one parent or two parent families. A grant was provided from the 
Provincial Government as well as a per diem grant from the Metropolitan 
Toronto Department of Community and Social Services. This began as an 


outreach program of the WoodGreen United Church. 
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Ms. Sybil Longley testified next for the Proponent. Ms. Longley has been 
executive director of the shelter since its inception in 1982. The 
organization is associated with the church's facilities, eight members of the 
Board are from the church. For that reason, the organization cannot 
receive money from the United Way. The Proponent solicits private 
donations. The witness has given talks explaining the work of the shelter to 
various United Church groups. The brochure which forms part of Exhibit 
No. 7 was produced for distribution to these groups. The Proponent does not 


distribute the brochures on a large seale because of the printing costs. 


Exhibit No. 19 is a letter from a Lorraine Mitchell, Chairman of the 
Christian Education Committee of the Maple Grove United Church. The i 
WoodGreen Red Door Family Shelter was included in a list of "needy" groups | 
compiled by the Toronto Star for the Christmas season of 1985 as the 
umbrella group to coordinate donors and "needy" groups. Ms. Mitchell wrote 


as follows: 


The name "WoodGreen" was familiar to me, as I was aware that | 
my friend Jacqui Penson worked at the WoodGreen Family 1] 
Centre. I called Jacqui to see if she knew about the Red door ( 
Shelter. Jacqui explained the difference between the two 
groups. She also advised that she was aware of several persons 
who had been helped when referred to the Red Door Shelter. 
This positive information was adequate for me to pursue the 
matter with the Red Door Shelter. They provided adequate 
documentation and were, in fact, the recipients of the "White 
Gifts" from Maple Grove United Church. 


Exhibit No. 18 consists of a group of donation cards and letters received by | 
the Proponent during the month of January and February 1984. These 


consist of donations from individuals and church groups. 


The Rev. John Charles Hillborn, Pastor of the WoodGreen United Church 
and President of the WoodGreen Red Door Family Shelter, testified on 
behalf of the Proponent. The shelter was established for battered women | 
and children, refugees and individuals suffering from financial reverses who 
have been evicted and are without family support. The shelter is known by 


social service agencies and by the police as an emergency 24 hour service. 
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He testified that the church has been involved in housing for quite some 
time prior to the 1980's. The neighborhood house was built at the same time 
as the church to house theological students and social workers as well as 
providing other facilities, kitchen and meeting rooms to WoodGreen 


Community Centre. 


The witness testified that the training program for the theological students 
to work in the city is part of the Church's concept of the Ministry. The 
WoodGreen United Church has always been a community church helping 
people in the neighborhood regardless of membership in the church. One of 
the churches out reach programs is the McCleary Towers which provides 


housing for seniors. 


The witness testified that the word "WoodGreen" is used in various business 
names in the community including a local laundry, fish & chip store and race 


track. 


Section 13 of the Corporations Act provides, in part: 
is A corporation shall not be given a name, 

(a) that is the same as or similar to the name of a known 
corporation, association, partnership, individual or business if its 
use would be likely to deceive, except where the corporation, 
association, partnership, individual or person signifies its or his 
consent in writing that its or his name in whole or in part be 


granted, and if required by the Minister, 


(i) in the ease of a corporation, undertakes to dissolve or 
change its name within six months after the incorporation 
of the new corporation, 
or 

(ii) in the ease of an association, partnership or individual, 
undertakes to cease to carry on its or his business or 
activities, or change its or his name, within six months 


after the incorporation of the new corporation; 


(b) that suggests or implies a connection with the Crown or any 


member of the Royal Family or the Government of Canada or 
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the government of any province of Canada or any department, 
branch, bureau, service, agency or activity of any such 
government without the consent in writing of the appropriate 


authority; 


(ec) that, when the objects applied for are of a political nature, 
suggests or implies a connection with a political party or a 


leader of a political party; 


(d) that is objectionable on any publie grounds. 


(2) If a corporation through inadvertence or otherwise has been or is given 
a name that is objectionable, the Lieutenant Governor, after he has 
given notice to the corporation of his intention so to do, may direct 
the issue of supplementary letters patent changing the name of the 


corporation to some other name. 


Mr. Justice Kelly in the case of Re C C Chemicals Ltd.,[1967] 2 O.R. 248 
(C.A.), set out certain principles to be considered when deciding whether a 
name has been granted in contravention of section 13 of the Act. Firstly, at 
page 258, Mr. Justice Kelly states that the standard to be applied is not a 
"possibility of deception" but "probability of deception". Mr. Justice Laskin 


extended this standard in the Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw 
Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.), at page 60 as follows: 


In my view, the probability of a confusion as to the association 
of one company with another lies equally within the scope of 
section 12 and may be acted upon by the designated authorities 
under section 12. 


Further the similarity between the names must be such as to cause a person 
who had an interest in dealing or reason to deal with "A", to deal with "B" in 
the believe that he was dealing with "A". In addition, Mr. Justice Kelly at 
page 258 states that the relevant facts which are appropriate to consider 
when deciding whether a name is contrary to section 13 are as follows: "the 
names of the Proponent and Objector, the nature of their businesses and the 
person or class of persons who ordinarily might be expected to deal with the 


Objector and the Proponent". 
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The Objector runs in addition to its many other social programs a housing 
placement program for disadvantaged persons, including senior citizens, 
battered women and children, economically distressed one parent and two 
parent families, the mentally ill and developmentally handicapped, as well 
as refugees. The Objector does not currently own any housing units but 
operates its housing programs through an arrangement with local landlords 


and other organizations such as Nellie's Shelter. 


The Proponent provides an emergency 25 bed shelter, 24 hour shelter for one 


parent and two parent families, refugees, abused children and adults. 


In addition to their housing programs, both the Objector and the Proponent 
provide professional counselling and referral services, food and 
transportation. Both receive public funding in addition to private donations. 
Both are located on the same street and provide service to the same 


neighborhood. 


I conelude therefore that both the Proponent and the Objector are 
conducting with some minor differences a similar program and deal with 


similar persons or class of persons in the same geographic area. 


In light of the foregoing information, the decision to be made is whether the 
visual and auditory qualities of the two names are so similar that the use of 
the proposed name by the corporation to be incorporated is likely to deceive 
those members of the public who are dealing or may wish to deal with the 


existing name holder. 


The names are as follows: 


The Objector: WOODGREEN COMMUNITY CENTRE 
The Proponent: WOODGREEN RED DOOR FAMILY SHELTER 


The only word shared by both the Objector and the Proponent is the word 
"woodgreen". The history of that word in the community served by both 
corporations was not in dispute. The word originated in 1875 from the sur- 
names of the two ministers who preached at the opening of the Methodist 


Church, the predecessor of the WoodGreen United Church. The ministry of

the WoodGreen United Church, as an inner city church, always included a 
commitment to the social well being of the neighborhood. The Wood Green 


Settlement Trust which later changed its name to the WoodGreen 
Community Centre was created under the aegis of the Reverend McCleary, 
who was then Pastor of the Woodgreen United Church as part of his 
Ministry. The use of the word "WoodGreen" in the Objector's name perhaps 
referred to this connection or perhaps referred to the geographic area which 
received its name from the church. It is difficult to determine at this time 
since the history of the chureh is so intertwined with the history of the 


neighborhood and its social programs. 


The Proponent although a separate corporate entity is an outreach program 
of the Woodgreen United Church. The pastor of the church is president of 
the Proponent, a majority of the Board of the Proponent must be members 
of the Woodgreen United Church. The shelter is located on church property. 
The use of the words "Red Door" in the Proponent's name also signifies its 
connection to the memory of the ministry of Reverend McCleary who met 
the crisis of the 1930's and the serious problems of a poor inner city 
neighborhood by painting the door of the church and of the church house a 


brilliant red as a sign of welcome to the poor. 


The word "Woodgreen" is included in several business names in the 
neighborhood and appears to have entered the public domain as a word 
symbolizing a particular community. If it is not in the public domain, the 
Proponent as a outreach program of the Woodgreen United Church has 
certainly an equal right to its use as the Objector. I conclude that the word 
"Woodgreen" has entered the public domain in that community and has 
therefore lost any distinctiveness which it may have had in the community 


when it was introduced as the name of the Church in 1875. 


In Re C C Chemicals Ltd., Mr. Justice Kelly states as follows on page 261: 


...when the alleged similarity is, as here, between 
names which contain words which are generic, and 
descriptive, different considerations become 
appropriate - in general terms it can be said that the 
broader the application of the term selected by the 
earlier corporation for inclusion in its corporate 
name, the less is the ability of the user of that name 
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to arrogate to himself any right to that name and to 
complain of the use by another of the same term - 
with proper distinguishing accompanying words... 


In the case at hand, if we remove the word "woodgreen" from both the name 
of the Objector and the Proponent, there is no similarity in the remaining 


words "Community Centre" - "Red Door Family Shelter". 


With respect to confusion, testimony of witnesses for both the Objector and 
Proponent indicate that confusion between the Objector and the Woodgreen 
United Church existed prior to the incorporation of the Woodgreen Red Door 
Family Shelter as an outreach ministry of the church. There has was no 
evidence presented of a significant increase in such incidents since the 


establishment of the shelter and its subsequent incorporation. 


In my opinion, the Objector's name and the Proponent's name are not so 
similar so as to lead to the probability of the confusion of one corporation 


with the other or to the association of one corporation with the other. 


In addition, I conclude that the Proponent's name is not objectionable on 
public grounds. 


In light of the foregoing, in my opinion, the Proponent has not been granted 
a name that is objectionable and it is my recommendation that the name of 
"WoodGreen Red Door Family Shelter" not be changed. All of which is 


respectfully submitted.

Commission has requested the Government of Ontario to enact a 


regulation amending Regulation 910, R.R.O. 1980, made under the 
Securities Act, in respect of insider trading reporting. 


The proposed regulation does the following: 


le 


Establishes a form for insider trading reporting reports that, 
as has been agreed by provincial securities administrators and 
the administrators under the Canada Business Corporations Act 
and the Bank Act, hi De wel TOR Twines wy every 
jurisdiction in Canada requiring insider trading reports. 


Accordingly, the same form will be used for all filings of 
insider trading reports in Canada. 


Note that the new Form 36 replaces both the existing Form 36 
and 37% 


Provides for filings by an officer of the issuer in respect of 
corporate transactions affecting classes or groups of security 
holders of the issuer. 


Insiders should note that their subsequent filings must take 
into account any such filing made by a corporate officer. 
Corporate officers should inform insiders of such filings which 
were made on their behalf. Insiders should indicate that such 
a filing was made on their behalf in the subsequent report 
filed by them in the "Remarks" space. 


Provides for filings of insider trading reports in Canadian 
jurisdictions other than Ontario, as designated by the Ontario 
Securities Commission, in contemplation of filings in a 
jurisdiction to which Ontario has electronic access. 
Uitimately it is contemplated that a single filing of insider 
trading reports will be required in Canada. 


Notice of a designation of a jurisdiction other than Ontario, 
for filing will be published in the Bulletin. No such 
designation will be made immediately because of the lack of 
electronic access among jurisdictions with respect to filings. 


Provides that a form with a facsimile signature may be filed 


where an originally signed form is filed in a Canadian 
jurisdiction designated by the Ontario Securities Commission. 
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This concept contemplates the filing in Canada of only one 
manually signed copy, the remaining copies to be photocopies. 


It is expected that all Canadian securities administrators will 
adopt a similar rule and will designate particular 
jurisdictions where the manually signed form may be filed. 
Pending necessary regulatory changes in all jurisdictions, 
however, the Commission will continue to require at least one 
manually signed form and a copy, as indicated on the Form. 


The regulation does not affect the substantive provisions in the 
Securities Act relating to insider trading reporting, or to insider 
trading itself. 


The uniform insider trading report form is a project of the 
Uniformity Committee of the Canadian Securities Administrators.

For the purposes of 
this policy statement, "market value" means the most 
probable price in money that would be realized in an arm's 
length sale in an open and competitive market under 
conditions requisite to a fair and typical sale by a 
willing seller to a willing buyer, each acting prudently 
and knowledgeably and assuming the price is not affected by 


undue stimulus. 


An appraiser shall use relevant and accepted appraisal 
methods and techniques necessary to arrive at a reasoned 
and factually supported estimate of market value and, where 
the income capitalization approach is used, the appraiser 
shall justify in the appraisal report its selection of the 


Capitalization rate by reference to the market at the time. 


An appraiser's opinion of market value shall not be based 
upon anticipated income to be received from the property 
unless it can be demonstrated that it is highly probable 


that the anticipated income will be received. 
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In determining market value, the appraiser shall take into 
consideration all existing and proposed land-use 
regulations and other restrictions relating to the use of 
the real property which reasonably should be known to the 
appraiser and shall consider the effect which a probable 
change in existing land-use regulations or other 
restrictions may have on the value of the real property 


being appraised. 


An appraiser's opinion of market value shall not be based 
upon the anticipated completion of a public or private

dealing with properties similar to that being appraised. 


An appraiser's opinion of market value shall not be based 
on conditions or circumstances so limited or so special 
that the resulting analysis, opinions or conclusions would 
tend to mislead or deceive users of the appraisal report or 


persons relying on the opinion of market value. 


An appraiser's opinion of market value shall not be based 
solely on the summation of the individual values of the 
various estates or fractional interests in the property and 
shall take into account the effect, if any, upon such 
market value of the merging or combining of the various 


estates or fractional interests. 
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An appraisal report relating to the market value of an 
interest in real property that is less than the entire fee 
simple estate shall state that the value reported relates 
only to a fractional interest in the real property and that 
the value of such fractional interest plus the value of all 
other fractional interests will not necessarily be the same 
as the value of the entire fee simple estate considered as 


a whole. 


An appraisal report shall clearly and accurately set forth 
all relevant information necessary to ensure that the 
report is properly understood and not misleading to users

(a) a statement of the specific instructions or terms of 


reference upon which the appraisal was performed; 


(b) a statement of the purpose and function of the 


appraisal and the definition of market value;

The Commission said the following in its decision: 


"On January 13) and 14, 1987, at the request of Staff, 
the Ontario Securities Commission held a hearing in 
conjunction with the Commission des valeurs mobilieres du 
Quebec into’ «certain -aspects of the November) 21, 1986 
take-eversbidimade by Cascades ines forall of =the Classy A 
non-voting shares and Class B shares of Rolland Inc.

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1.4 ADVERTISING MUTUAL FUNDS 


On January 30, 1987 the Commission issued the following press release: 
ADVERTISING MUTUAL FUNDS 


From time to time misleading advertisements promoting mutual funds' securities 
have appeared in the media. Since we are now in the midst of the period during 
which advertising by mutual funds is at its heaviest the Commission wishes to 
remind dealers and others involved in the preparation of advertisements 
regarding securities of mutual funds that they must ensure that such 
advertisements are not misleading to the ordinary consumer, either because of 
what they say or because of what they fail to say. The Commission's concern 
extends to all sales literature. It is not restricted to advertising appearing 
in the media. 


Of particular concern to the Commission are advertisements which contain 
comparisons of a mutual fund's performance. By way of example, one 
advertisement appeared which compared a mutual fund's total return since its 
commencement with the growth of the TSE Composite ''300'' Index over the same 
period of time. Since the mutual fund's rate of return was based on an 
investor having reinvested all dividends in the fund's securities and the TSE 
Composite ''300'' Index contains no similar reinvestment such a comparison is 
misleading. 


The Investment Funds Institute of Canada has taken steps to ensure that 


advertising prepared by its members does not mislead the public. It has 
approved guidelines for registered retirement savings plan advertising and is 
developing overall advertising guidelines. The Commission supports these 


efforts and encourages their continuation. 


Commission staff will be reviewing advertisements and other sales material 
promoting mutual funds' securities. The onus to ensure that advertisements are 
complete and accurate rests with the parties preparing them. Commission staff 
does not intend to review sales literature prior to publication. Registrants 
are cautioned that the publication of misleading advertisements may be cause 
for the Commission to call into question their fitness for registration. 
Mutual funds are cautioned that if misleading advertisements appear promoting 
their securities the Director will consider whether such advertisements are 
grounds for believing that it appears to him that it is not in the public 
interest to issue a receipt for the fund's prospectus. 


Potential purchasers of mutual fund securities should ensure that they 
understand any sales material they receive or if they do not, that they ask 
questions about it and are satisfied with the explanations given. Purchasers 
should fully review a fund's prospectus before they buy the fund's securities.
